2. Members agreed to Commissioner 
Kelly’s recommendation that appropriate 
action be taken by the Committee on adop- 
tion of Rules and Procedures for Civic 
Center Board. 


8. No further action was taken by the 
Board concerning Compensatory Time 
Amendment. Matter was again referred 
to Commissioner Schultz and a meeting 
was scheduled for January 17th with Man- 
ager Ziogas. 


4. A motion was made and seconded 
to deny the request of Junior Chamber of 
Commerce for a reduced rental on the 
Passion Play. 


Motion carried. 


F. Manager’s Report 


1. Manager Ziogas explained the pro- 
motion of High School Basketball games 
and informed the members that all par- 
ticipating schools desired a reduced rental 
fee. 


No action taken. 


2. A brief report was made on prepar- 
ation of new budget. 


3. The cost of Haughton Elevator Main- 
tenance Contract was increased from 
$128.80 to $144.70 a month. Manager Ziogas 
desires to contact City Hall for possible 
eons coverage and thereby reduce our 
ees. 


This action was approved. 


4. Events and attendance figures for 
the year 1957 were compared with 1956. 
Results showed a substantial increase for 
both items. The total number of events 
for 1957 was 1,441 and approximate attend- 
ance 494,118 persons. 


5. Manager Ziogas informed the Board 
that although the recently held Red Stock- 
ing Party was a huge success in every re- 
spect, that this event could not be held 
at the Civic Center next year because of 
ordinances prohibiting the use of liquor. 


. It was reported that Holiday On Ice 
Show concluded its most successful engage- 
ment in Lansing and plan to return next 
year. Mail orders were received from 64 
cities in Michigan and out-of-town attend- 
ance was greatly increased this year. 


7. Building Rental Reports for Novem- 
ber and December were reviewed. 


8. Operating Statements for November 
and December were reviewed. 


9. Budget Balance Sheets ending Novem- 
ber and December were reviewed. 


10. It was moved and supported that pur- 
chase orders to A. A. Smith Insurance Co. 
for $900.00; Adressograph-Multigraph Corp. 
for $246.05; Bowers Envelope & Lithograph 
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Co. for $334.45; Hanel-Vance Construction 
Co. for $342.63 ; Concession Supply Co. for 
$208.57 ; LaSalle Coca-Cola Co. for $608.79 
and $263.95; and Vouchers to Board of 
Water & Electric Light for $3,719.63 and 
$4,903.68 be approved. 


Motion carried.

1. A letter from Mr. Daniel J. Bodwin in 
regards to Schedule and Procedures for 
Charges in Wages, Benefits and Employ- 
ment Conditions was read. 


2. A letter from Alderman H. J. Brad- 
shaw concerning Wages, Salaries and Per- 
sonnel Requirements was read. 

3. A letter from the American Society 
of Safety Engineers was read. It com- 
mended the operation of the Civic Center, 
but expressed concern over the parking lot 
accommodations. Manager Ziogas explained 
the reason for lack of parking space on 
the particular day.

4. A letter from M.S.U. Government 
Body concerning rental rate for use of 
Civic Center was read. Chairman Rogers 
advised this group that rental would be 
based on a non-profit rate. 


H. Announcements 


1. Chairman Rogers informed the Board 
that he would contact Mr. William Searl 
regarding meetings of the Community Chest 
and ask that an appropriation be made in 
the budget for such expenditures. 


Chairman Rogers stated that next meet- 
ing would be held January 28, 1958.
